HAT Is security? Is it the feeling that 

goes with a steady job, a regular in- 

come, an expectation of enough to 
live on in future days? It is true that this is part of 
what goes to make up a sense of security. However 
if every employed person in the world were 
guaranteed his present job and salary for the rest 
of his life, he would still be far from having se- 
curity in its truest meaning. 

Why? Because security does not come from 
without but from within. Security springs from an 
inner assurance of mind and heart and soul. It is 
the sustained realization of God's presence and 
power that lifts one above fear of defeat, unhap- 
piness, or discouragement. Security feeds on the 
wellspring of faith and joy within and keeps one 
confident, optimistic, and unafraid. It is the reward 
of abilities and talents well used, of busy hands, of 
a happy heart, of a nourished soul. 

Young people or people past the age that the 
world calls young who seek their place in life to- 
day need have no fear for the future if they can 
learn first of all not to depend upon a job but 
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upon God within themselves. The longing for a 
good job, a good salary, an assured livelihood, is 
all right in itself. But these things cannot bring 
happiness or a feeling of prosperity if they are not 
first earned in consciousness.

If a worker does not grow beyond 
routine work, does not constantly increase his abil- 
ity, does not put into use his talents, does not vi- 
sion greater aims and finer results, then as a worker 
he is not worth more than the job is paying him. 
But if he is a clear thinker, if he is alert to new 
ideas, if he is constantly growing bigger himself 
in understanding and tolerance and ability to get 
along with others, he will find that his work will 
bring him greater rewards, both financially and in 
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the form of inner joy in a job well done and a life 
well lived. 

There is no better time than the beginning of a 
new year to make a new start, to look upon your 
own particular world from a new standpoint. All 
over the world people are resolving to begin again. 
Join them in happy faith, leaving behind you old 
methods, old ways, and old ideas and putting into 
your endeavors a new spirit, a new impetus, a new 
zeal, a new blessing of appreciation and cheer- 
fulness, enthusiasm and rejoicing. 

What a man works for is surely important. 
“Work not for the food which perisheth, but for 
the food which abideth unto eternal life.” If we 
work merely for a salary check we are indeed get- 
ting poor pay. For the money is soon spent and we 
have nothing to look forward to but another check.
